agine the hissing and singing of the 
tons of water in its terrible swift 
flight. 
In fact you can truly im-

weut of the sublime is swiftness of 
motion," and we have it here start- 
lingly presented. While the blinding 
mist is inhospitable to a near ap- 
proach when the rivet1' is high, and 
cuts off a clear view of the foot of 
the falls for a hundred feet or more, 
yet, for hundreds of feet abova we 
can see occasional bursts of water 
shooting out. with 
the form and 


swiftness of fire rockets.
